THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


‘¢ Curs’p is the man, and void of law and right, 
<< Unworthy property, unworthy light, 

‘¢ Unfit for public rule or private care, 

«« That wretch, that monfter who delights in war, 
‘* Whofe lu} is murder and whofe horrid joy 

‘* To tear his country and his kind deftroy.” 


For a little while the tafk of Lyfander 
has been fufpended. He has not, however, remained 
inattentive to the occurrences of the times. With con- 
ftant and fteady eye he has reviewed the meafures that 
are paft; with anxiety he anticipates the fteps, regrets 
the fcenes, and deplores the unhappy events that will 
fucceed. Yes, fir, with attention have I beheld the 
temper of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, and difcovered 
that War is the favorite order of the day. With foli- 
citude | have endeavoured to penetrate into the fecret 
recefies of the fenate chamber, and explore the hidden 
and myfterious paths of the cabinet of ftate. Here too 
I find the fame determined fpirit of premeditated and 
inveterate hoftility. An univerfal difpofition and fyf- 
tematized determination, on the part of the adminiftra- 
ticn, to facrifice the rights and the liberties of the peo- 
ple; to increafe the powers, promote the ufurpations, 
and contribute to the aggrandizement of the executive. 
It is invain to diffimulate when the period of deteétion 
isapproaching. The tendency of your meafures ate too 
obvious to conceal their motives or difguife the incen- 
tives. Ambition is your predominant paflion, and prefi- 
dential prerogative the darling edjeé of your brealt. 


Why then fhould my feeble pen continue to addrefs' 


you ? Why fhould Lyfander’s unavailing voice be heard 
to ow, at amoment when the language of patriotic op- 
pofition has almoft become filenced within the walls of 
our national councils; when honefty and viftue have 
confidered their prefence as an invidious incumbrance to 
your cabinet? For fruitlefs indeed have been the re- 
monttrances of our faithful and unbiaffed reprefentatives ; 
vain their arguments, and ufelefs their moft unanfwera- 
ble ftatements. In the meafures of your court, wifdom 
has been fubdued by ufurpation ; patriotifm vanquifhed 
by corruption; reafoning infulted with illiberal invec- 
tive, and the manly firmnefs of republican politics def- 
troyed by the refiftlefs and accumulating afcendancy of 
executive authority. 

Suill, fir, 1 thall proceed, unawed by the circumftan- 
ces which have taken place. I know the American 
people and revere their virtues, Even the prejudices of 
a generous nation are entitled to fomething like refpec. 
While many of my countrymen appear to have erred in 
their opinion of your character, my affection for them 


is too great to deter me from attempting to convince} 


them of their miftike. ‘The plan I had originally pro- 
pofed to purfue, mutt in fome refpeat become altered.» I 
cannot be juftiy cenfured for a variation occafioned by 
a m3erial change of circumftances. 

W ar is an event which may almoft be confidered as 
inevitable. In committing the peace of America to 
your condué and difcretion, much forefight is unne- 
ceflary to pronounce the future confequences. You 
have furnifhed us witha clue fufficient to explore every 
hidden avenue and fecret recefs of ro labyrinth. 
Your {peeches to Congrefs are public teltimonials of an 
early militiary difpofition, nor is it improbable that aa 
open rupture with France was a refoluuion coeval with 
your acceflign to the prefidency. There is but a trifling 
diftingtion between an open and candid declaration of 
war on the one part, and the purfuit of meafures which 
have a direé& and infallible tendency to produce a fimilar 
declaration on the other. The expedients that have 
been exercifed to efcape the odium generally attendant 
upon injury and aggreflion, may operate as fubterfuges 
upon the prejudiced and undifcerning, but will never 
blind the eyes er obfcure the underftandings of penetrat- 
ing men. If fincerity was ufed in our late negotiation 
with France, why were fo many meafures taken to 
imtate her councils againft us? If conciliation was in 
reality the object of the embaffy, is it not rather ex- 
traordinary that the language and expreflions of our 
executive fhould have had a tendency to increafe the 
flame of diffention ? Could it with any probability be 
expected that the French republic would piace the ne- 
ceflary confidence in our envoys, while the language 
of our Prefident abounded with crimination and re- 


proaches ? While the party and the preffes in the favor of 


cur government, were exuberantly fertile in their in- 
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vectives, not only againft their adminiftration, but even 
the original principles of their revolution ? 

After fo open and public a declaration of your fen- 
timents, there exits no longer an occafion to doubt of 
the event. By beftowing upon you tke direétion of 
the intended armament. the Houfe of Reprefentatives 
have fubitantially vefted you with the power of declar- 
ing war at your fingle difcretion. Prudential motives 
may induce you to regulate your fyftem in fuch manner 
as to produce the open declaration on the part of 
France. ‘Ihe policy may be confidered neceffary to 
unite the people and to obtain a more vigorous fupport 
in favor of the adminiftration. If your confummate 
piety has ever permitted you to read Fielding’s Novel en- 
titled Tom Jones, you will undoubtedly remember 
the deteftable character of Blifil. Inapofture in politics 
is as perfidious as hypocrify in private life. 

We are amufed with the idea of limitations in the 
conftitution, but why fhould we folace our minds with 
the notion of fanciful reftrigtions. when the right or 
at Jealt the power of conftruction is velted in the inter- 
efted officers of the Sovernment? Can an equitable 
decifion be reafonably expected whenthe judge who is! 
to determine is in reality a principal party in the con- 
troverfy, or when he is a devoted fycophant or humble 
dependent of either of the litigants? A prefideat of 
the United States already poffefles authority - nearly 
afimilating to the appropriate powers of monarchy. 
He will c,rtainly be enabled to grafp every {ubftantial 
property and charaGeriltic attribute of royalty, whenever 
the reprefentatives of the people become the criminal 
acceflaries of his ufurpation, and the difhonorable 
coadjutors of hisanabition. In every queltion which 
has hitherto depended between the conftitational powers 
of the legiflature, and the authority of the executive 
the determination bas uniformly favored the extenfion 
of prefidential prerogative. The prefident, with his 
fenavorial council, are-the legitimat? organs to treat with 
foreign nations: ‘The framers of the conftitution had 
entrulted commercial regulation’ to the congregated 
agency of all the departments of government. Until 
the difpute originated relative to this divifion of pow- 
| ers, who could have imagined that thofe claufes were 
: fo incompatible and repugnant-as to be wholly incapable 


of reconciliation? It is an eftablifhed and highly im- 
, portant rule of conftruction, that where feparate articles 

exift in any inftrument, apparently inconfiftent with 
each other, we are to feek for an interpretation which 


| may afford an active cfiicacy and operation to both. In 





_ the inftance that has been cited, the treaty making au- 
thority is velted in the executive in general and uncon- 
| fined terms ; while commercial regulations are entrufted 
to Congrefs with the fame unlimited phrafeology of 
,expreflion. The true conftruction in this cafe would 
appear to be, that the executive is exclufively poffeffed 
| of the treaty-making power, with fuch fingle exception 
‘as to the fubjeét matter of treaties ;, and that where com- 
mercial affairs become an obje& of negaciation, the ia- 
‘ terference and initrumentality of Congrefs is {trictly in- 
difpenfable. By this mode ef conftruction, the har- 
mony of the conftitution is preferved and the whole in- 
| {trument is rendered fyitematic, accordant, and entire. 
While an effe€tual operation is allowed to every article, 
its united contents are tendered perfpicuous, intelligible 
and confiftent. If the decrees of the conititution are 
immutable and paramount to the conceflions of the le. 
| piflature, notwithfanding the ufurpation in the cafe of 
the treaty. with England, the united interference of 
every branch of the government it conftitutionally ne- 
ceflary in all commercial negotiations. 

I mention the prefent asa fingle inftance of exe- 
cutive ufurpation. Our apprehenfions would be di 
minifhed if no other contiderable infringements ex- 
ited. But while you, Sir, poffefsfo confiderable an 
agency in al! public appointments, and fach extenfive 
and accumulating patranage we cannot reafonably 
flatter ourfelves with a ipeedy diminution of executive 
preponderance. Servility may exit within, as well 
as without the walls of congrefs; and ar official ap- 
pointment may purchofea fuvourabie vote ora flowery 
fpecch, as etlicaciorfly aS an adventageous contract, 
or a more dir & deuceur. 

Viewed in the light ofa theoretic polit'cian, you 
are proverbially eminent as thechampion and pane- 
gyrift of the fy tem of balances and checks. In the 
capacity of a prottical magiftrate, with. am admira~ 
ble com/ftency, you are impatient of the {malleft 
counterpoile io the preponderance of your authori- 
tv. What are we to underfland ‘by a limited g0- 
vernmen: if reftri€tions. do not equally extend to all 


check spon legiflative authority, art ihe powers of 
congreis remain inaétive, when oop fed to the ca- 
croacliments of the Pie idenc ? Shalt the dsliberseive 
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its branches? Shali executive fuedctionsoperate is a

organs of the peaple be reftrained in their decifion, 


thé more ative and operative department lays claim 
to abfolute and difcretionary powers? If latitude of 
contruction is permitted to overbalance conftituti- 
ona! limitatious, what is the difference between 
republican and monarchical ioftitutions ? Where the 
‘ubfantial diftin&tions between free and arbitrary go- 
vernments? The unreftrained will and uncontroula- 
ble difcretion of a Prefident, is equally invidious 
with the unbounded domination of the moft abfolute 
tyrant. 

A very material objeftion to monarchy is the de- 
pendence of events uponthe will and dire@ion ofa 
falitary individual. The happinefs of millions fhould 
never he facrificed to the paffions, or fubjgated to the 
ambition of an unit. Shall the prefperity of nations be 
fufpended upon the difcretionary fiat of any, fingle 
mortal ? Wherever the powers of government are con- 
centered in one perfon, or where any finglecitizen ac- 
quires too great an inftramentality in the direétion of 
nattonal affairs, pablic meafures will infallibly become 
Guctuied -by his refentments, affected with his pre- 
judices, tarnifhed by his perfonal vices, and biailed 
with his individual feelings. We will read: too 
much of the {piritof the man, and too little of the 
temper of the nation... This objection extends with 
allits force to a fingle executive, under any poffible 
fhape or modification. We need not travel far for 
an inkance :o jaftify the obfervation; the conduc 
of Mr. Adams affords a cafe fully tothe point. His 
beated addrefles, andthe inflammable orations in 
congrets fufficiently demonaftrate how far even the 
folemn gravity of a deliberative affembly can be 
eleclified by the fiery difpofition and ardent paffions 
of a tingle influential individual. The evil can only 
become removed by a real and fubftantial limitation 
of the influence and power of the Prefidency, In 
all important undertakings, the wifdom, the inde- 
pendenc judgment, and the unbiaffed deliberation 
of the country thould be affociated and participate in 
all its operations. The voice of the public repre- 
fentatives fhould not only remain uninfluenced by 
the idea of fear or rewards, at the expeation of 
official retribution, but fhould always ftand upon the 
high ground of aétual independence, wholly fecured 
from every {pecies of imputation or fufpicion. 

A permanent, and unbiaffed legiflature can never’be 
expected, while its members are fubje& to executive 
influence, from the hope of patronage and preferment, 
nor can any material advantage be derived from the 
circumflances of velting the power of deciding upon 
peace or war in congre/s, while the members of ei- 
ther of its branches are placed within the fphere of 
executive authority, and liable to infeétion from the 
contagious atmofphere of Prefidential corruption. 
Placemen, whether in poffeffion, remainder or expec- 
tancy, aniform!y imbibe the diftinguifhing qualities 
of aipanicl. Thecharacter of a courtier is general- 
ly known and eftablihhed ; to conceive the idea there 
is nO neceflity for a tedious defcription or a formal 
definition, ‘She complaifance and fervility ef many of 
our leyiflative gentlemencan readily be accounted for 
upon motives far diitant from the genuine incentives 
of patriotifm. Your predifpofition for war had been 
~bandantly manifetted at divers times,and upon fundry 
different occafions, It is known, fir, that your friends 
conflancly find it their true intereit to oblige you. 

Whatever may be the letter, or even the tpirit of the 
confitution, I confider it placed within the power of 
the Prefident to compel a ftate of war with any foreign 
power, whenever he is fo difpofed. Ttis true, he has 
not the dire& authority of proclaiming open hoftility, 
but he poffeffes ample means of enforcing fuch a ftate at 
his fingle and perfonal difcretion. C the founders 
of this inftrument have intended that fuch a monarchical 
attribute fhould be vefted in the head of the executive 


upon the fubjet, they have been unpardonably incorre& 
in the general modification and diftribution of power, 
I am éver ready to admire the excellencies and panegy- 
rize the beauties of our public iaftitutions ; but why 
thould we continue pertinacioufly blind to their errors 
and defeéts? Jultly appreciating the diltinguifhing ad- 
vantages of our fyflem, we fhould by no means cherith 
its irregularity or cultivate its miftakes. It can never 
he a duty to embrace deformity with all the inveterate 
obltinacy of mifdirected zeal. It isthis haughty and 
immoveable fpirit of egotifm, which oppofes the hand 
of cultivation, impedes the improvement of every 
{cience, and retards the progrefhve accumulation of 
human knowledge and attainments. 

No political conftitation; No work of art and in- 
pgeanity 3 roximates perfection, unlefs it exhibits uni-

Contrary powers. producing op- 
polite movements, and acting in variat directions. anuit 
ever occafion endlefs confufion and anceafing hoitility, 
until fome of the departments of goverment become 
{wallowed up in the vortex of defpotifm, aod fall the 
haplefs victims to the ainbitious afcendancy of a prevail. 
ing tyrant. In fech a flate of continual condic, 1 is 
utterly impoffivle to preferve a fteady equipoife of pow- 
er, but all will be fluctuating, re‘tlefs, jarring and untta- 
ble. If, on the other hand the diitribution of autho- 
rities is marked with clear and definite precilion, and the 
whole fyftem difcovers an identity of object, and happy 
unity of dcfign. while every department afiits its col- 
league in tie attainment of fome certain excellent and 
flutary end Such inftitution pourtrays the admirable 
features of wifdom, and becomes ftimped with the in- 
Gelible characters of mafterly forefight and execution. 
While our own con'tirution prudently confided the pow- 
er of declaring War ia an union of ail the departments 
of goverament, it was certainly intended that a meafure 
of fo much weight and moment lhould never be refolv- 
ed upon without the previous concurrence and approba- 
tien, of at leait a majority of the country. But, fir, in 
what does the actual benefit of this {pecioufly prudential 








provifion confit. af circomftances, with a littie artifice, 
can always place a power in the executive to defeat i 
operation ? In this light it can only be confidered as a! 
cloud to obfcure the real flate of truth ; as an infidious | 
mantle to cover the danger of prefidential prerogative ; 
to quiet the apprehen ‘on, allay the jealoufy, and lethar- 
gize the underltanding of the people. 

Itistrue Sir, that the Preiident polefles not the d rect 
and formal aushority to pronounce an open and .vow=| 


ed gleclaration of war. but it is within the compafs of | 
his authority to commit the public peace at his fo e and} 


individual pleafure, by rendering himfelf an organ of 
injury, and an wmitrument of infult to fo eign powers. |

For the language, the fentiments, and the expreflions | 


of fo influential a charafter we are conafidered nasionally 
refporfibie. It would require much ingenuity to decy- 
pher the material diftingion between a previous declara- 
tion of hoititity on the part of adminiltration, or the 





commiffion of wanton aggrefion, purpofely intended 
to provoke fuch declaration from any foreign governmen’. 
However the fubdjeét may at prefent be evaded there is 
put little room to deny that a Prefident of the United 
States can commit the peace of the confedctation. » hen- 
ever his pride, his paffions and refentments fha!! prompt 
hiin to the fata! refelution. 

Some men pofffs in «abundance all the prejudices of 
age, who have never had the liberality to profit largely 
by its ufual experience. There are characters analagous 
to the famous Sangrado in medicine, whofe fole pre- 
feffional attainments confifted in the indifcriminate ope- 
rations of Lleeding and purging, and whofe real {cientific 





abilities might have pofhbly extended to the extraction 
of a tooth or the removal of a hobnail. Such charac- 
ters too frequently infinuate themfelves into tLe moft 
honorable and liberal profefhons, and even into the di- 
rective management of the moft important {late affairs. 
W ith pretentions fearcely fuperior, fome of our modern 
practitioners in the art of political empiricifm, have 
ereéted the ftandard of abfolute infallibility, and profefs 
to read leffons for the perpetual government of the 
world. Such ate the men who, like yourfelf, difcover 
the temerity of oppofing the beneficent defigns of the 
Creator, who has decieed the accelerating progrefs and 
amelioration of our fpecies. it was an exceilent far. 
ealtic obfervation of the late Dr. Franklin, that if the 
Pope of Rome was infallible, the church of England is 
never inthe wrong. An exemption from error has 
been claimed by the Englifh kings as an attribute con- 
fined to their political relations ; but you, fir, have ap 
peared to challenge a fimilar exemption, not only in a 
political, but even in a moral, didaétic and intelletual 
capacity. What opinion fhall we entertain of she man 
who could exercife the arrogance to affure the generous 
and unfufpecting youth of Philadelphia, that the perci- 
piert faculties of mankind are ftationary, and that they 
wiil never aequire the ability of improving upon the 
inftitutes of their forefathers? What enlightened 
parent would thus attempt to impair the rifing 
penius, and paralize the inquifitive fpirit of his 
child? You have written a book, inapplicably 
entitled, * .f Defence of the American Confittution:,”’ 
would it not difcover vanity tn the fuperlative to affert, 
that a better volun e will never be written upon the very 
fame fubjeét 2 WW hat art and what fcien:e has ever re- 
mained {tationary and unimproveable ? What human 
joventicn ts infufceptible of additional cultivation ? Not 
contented with the manifold duties of the prefidency, 
ou have endeavonred to affume the united funétions of 
prophet and of pricft ; to become the corrector of ou 
fentiments, the lord high keeper of our confciences, 
and the fovereign regulator of our faith. You will be- 
come to merica what Mofes was to the Jews; or 
Numa Pompilius to the Romans. Mount Sinai thall 
be torn from its ancient foundations, and tranfplanted 
at the feat of government, from its immaculate anc 
confzereted fummit, you fhall teach us v hen to fait and 
how to pray! Sir, we want not attachment to ovr 


}ubits, our manners a od our ancient conftiutions. We

Braintree family. You have been elected our periodical 
prekdent, but vever proclaimed our hereditary hing. 
Foreign as mony of thete cbfervations may appear. 
they have been offered from a belier that they-poffefs an 
intimate relevancy to the fubjedt of prbic meafures. |n 
refleAing upon the probabie confequences of a war, | 
have endeavoured to review its provable effets on man 
ners, politics. and morals; and afcertain how far thofe 
effe&s appear to have been contemplated by the princi- 
pal actors in the fcene. The refult of fuch an invettiga 
tion jeaves little room to doubt that a rupture with 
France is but a fingle feature in a more enlarged and 
comprehenfive fy{tem ; that foreign hoftility may be juftly 
coufidered de a p elude to “oneitic ufurpation, and a }1. 
paratory tiep to the accumulation of executive influence 
and afcendancy. A war with France, a republic whofe 
inttitutes and jurifprudence are {till in the act of organ- 
ization, ts intended to excite the prejudices, and dire& 
the odium of the people again{ft republican principles in 
general, while a political and commercial conoeion 
with England may reconcile our citizens to the habits 
and the manners of monarchy; an apology for the in- 
troduction of a permanent milisary, and the eftablifhment 
of a ftanding army, with the confequent increafe of ap 
pointments and multiplication of offices; while it cre. 
ates a mercenary phalanx, con#antly ready to march at 
the arbitrary command of a Prefident, will increafe the 
number of dependants, blindly fubfervient to his fove- 
reign will and pleafure ; fycophants and myrmidons 
who will {-ldom fcruple to immolate the patriots on the 
devoted altars of defpotifm, and facrifice the rights and 
I:berties of the nation, to erati*y the ferocious mandates 
of a tyrant.
